Specification 



1 . The specification is objected because 

Page 14 line 3 the word "counterclockwis5e" is miss-spell. Correction is 
required. 

Page 14 line 2 and 10 the phrase " X, Y, and 8" is not understand. 
Page 16 line 17 the phrase " X, Y, and 8" is not understand. 
Page 14 line 15 the phrase " X, Y, and e" is not understand. 
Clarification is required. 



1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

As to claim 1, the description of the specification is not disclosed anything about 
the opt-mechanical workstation and how is the workstation is systemically 
moving, imaging, and analyzing the pads of wafers and dies ? 



Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 
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3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

As to claim 1 , the claim is unclear where is in opto- mechanical workstation ? 

How is the workstation is systemically moving, imaging, and analyzing the pads 

of wafers and dies ?

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1 , the claim is unclear where is in opto- mechanical workstation ? 
How is the workstation is systemically moving, imaging, and analyzing the pads 
of wafers and dies ? 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schwartz et 

al (US 5657394). 

As to claim 1, Schwartz et al disclose (fig 4) an opto-mechanical workstation 
(100) for loading (the wafer) , systemically moving (X, Y direction), imaging (124) 
and analyzing (column 9 line 24 -34) the pads (column 16 line V8 -27) of wafers 
and dies.
